SENATOR CHAMBERS: No, I ' m t a l k i n g about the p lants left
untinkered with by human beings.

SENATOR WEIHING: Oh, if you take an untinkered plant, those
that are growing in nature,

SENATOR CHAMBERS: . . . in t h e ca se . . . ex c u s e m e , i n t he ca se of
all of th ese dru gs and chemical substances, have they not, i f
they' re chemical substances, then compounded by human beings for
t he pu r p ose o f p r od uc i n g a narcotic effect, or t he p l an t s
p rocessed i n su c h a w a y a s t o p r od u c e a narc o t i c sub s t a n c e ?

SENATOR WEIHING: Yes, they certainly have, t hey' ve b een b r o u g h t
about to do that for both beneficial and nonbeneficial.

SENATOR CHAMBERS: So, what you stated about the poppy can be
said about any of these p lants that ar e u sed t o p r od u c e
narcotics and n arcoticsubstances. If left untampered with by
human beings, they would not be harmful. But human be i n g s , wh o
want that na rcotic effect, will s e lect those plants through
which they can produce it. Isn't that correct?
